“Congress Will Take the Neces- |-

Washington, D. C.. Nov 24.—[Special.}~ 
Lake Bluff, thirty-one miles north of Chicago 
ana six miles north of Fort Sheridan, 
wilt have the new naval training sta- 
tion. The board reported unanimously 
in favor of this location. The president has 
approved the report, and work ‘will be 
pushed at the earliest possible moment. This 
ection is final, and there is no appeal to con- 
gress, which intentionally left the location 
to be decided upon by the president upon the 
report of the special board. 

This decision not only settles the vexed 
question which has disturbed congress and 
the navy department for two or three years 
but it means a great deal for the territory 
around about Chicago. The navy department 
long ago discovered that the supply of actual 
galt water sailors was entirely insufficient 
to man the great ships of the new navy. 


Other Training Inadequate. 

Besides:‘that, the modern warship is a float- 
ing machine shop, and many of the men who 

trained to sea in coasting schooners or in 

ng fleets off the Grand Banks are singu- 
larly inefficient when brought face to face 
with the actual duties of the modern man of 
warsman. 

To meet this new difficulty, which has been 
common with every nation attempting to 
maintain a large navy, the only alternative 
was to enlistlandsmen. The anomaly, there- 
fore, is presented nowadays of great navies 
manned almost exclusively by sallors who 
knew nothing of ships before their enlist- 
ment. This was, in reality,,no more strange 
than the system adopted for securing officers 
for the navy. 


Officers of Highest Type. 

An immense majority of boys who enter 
the naval academy at Annapolis have no 
nearer acquaintance with the sea than can be 
obtained by any reader of Marryat or W. 
Clark Russell. Yet the American naval offi- 
eer of today is admittedly the highest type 
of his profession, mniting practical seaman- 


ship, accurate gunnery, and a real knowledge | 


of the mechanism of his ship to a degree 
which has not been reached by the officers of 
any other marine service.

Best Material in Central West. 

After & little while, however, the supply 
Giminished, and at the same time the demand 
largely increased.

The farther they went the better 
they did, and several years ago it became a 
recomnized fact that the best materia! for 
eilisted men of the United States navy 
seemed to be obtainable from the group of 
States of the central west, north of the Ohio, 
weet of the Alleghenies, and east of the Mis- 
sour.

Why Recruits Were Disappointed. 

Having found it necessary to depend upon 
landsmen to make up the enlisted force of 
the navy, still another curiosity was devel- 
oped in enlistment. At first new recruits 
Were taken immediately from shore to a 
training ship. They were introduced to an 
entirely new life, were expected to learn most 
Unfamiliar duties, and the result was that a 


| new man invariably went to sea bitterly dis- 


gusted with the conditions surrounding him. 
Homesickness and seasickness played a great 
part in fomenting this dissatisfaction, so that 
Gesertions were only too frequent and re- 
‘filistments were few. 

It was soor found, therefore, that a recruit 
could best be prepared fér his new duties 
ashore, or at least on the coast line, where 


he could learn his new duties gradually and | 


become amphibious, so tospeak, before mak- 
iig a final plunge into the blue way of the 
Water. 

More Enlistments Noted.

DETAILS OF THEIR PLAN.

Since the publication of the purported text 
of the semstvos’ demands three days ago 
additional important details have since come 
to light. 

Secret meetings are being held here every 
day, but never two meetings take place in 
the same house, lest something should be- 
come known. These meetings are attended 
by 102 members chosen from the chiefs of 
loeal government boards of szematvos. This 
body is in the nature of a committee called | 
together by the emperor's desire for the 
purpose of drawing up measures for the 
constitution to be given to Russia—that con- | 
stitution which the whole civilized world has 
been waiting for years to heer of. 


Under Enlightened Leadership. 

The principal mover in this committee, and 
the man who may be said to be the chairman, 
is an enlightened person named Rodicheff 
from Tver, a place always recognized as the 
headquarters of progress in Russia. 

A certain number of general propositions 
aiready have been agreed to by seventy out 
of the 102 members. There are twenty-eight 
members who have agreed as a genera! prin- 
ciple te disagree on matters of detail. Two 
members of the commission, including Count 
Sternbokfernor, have refused to vote at all. 


- What the Zemstvos Demand. 

The following articles are, it is learned, 
embodied in the memorial sent to the em- 
peror:

tee of state senators and representatives. 
Every legislative member from Cook coum 
ty was asked yesterday by THE [RipuNe for 
his opinion regarding the framing of thenew 
charter measure, and the replies received 
were almost unanimous in declaring for the 
summoning of a caucus to serve as a “ clear 
ing house ” for all suggestions made by civis 
bodies and individuals. 


Do Not Reject Aid. <a 
The value of the work to be done by the 
public officials, jurists, and attorneys that 
make up the charter convention committes 
was in no case underestimated nor wae its aa- 
sistance rejected. 

It was said, however, that the members of 
the legisiature from Cook county would te 
held responsible for any charter legislation 
enacted and that this fact rendered it impera- 
tive that they should have a good deal togay 
regarding the form of all bille to be imtre- 
duced at Springfield. 

The necessity for an early organization of 
the Cook county members upon & nonpartif- 
an basis was insisted upon with the declara- 
tion that this work must be done before ths 
opening of the next session.

Personal Liberty Demanded. 

ARTICLE VI. That all inhabitants of Russia, 
without regard being had to position and religion, 
and no matter to what class they belong, must en- 
joy equal and the same civil] and political rights;

sists of peasants, these latter must have the same 
access to the courts of justice as other people. 

ARTICLE VII. That every person, irrespective 
of position, shall have the right to vote for members 
of the zemstvos, or be himself elected thereto. 

Plans for a Parliament. 

ARTICLE VIII. Not yet worked out, but deals 
with the recommendation that there shall be two 
legislative houses, not on the British plan, but a 
lower house to consist of members of the zemstvos 
and an upper house to be modeled on that of the 
American senate. As it is of such immense impor- 
tance, this point is still under discussion. 

ARTICLBE IX. That every person shall have the 
right, through his member of the legislative body, 
to have a voice in the formation of new legislation, 
the general contro] of the government, and con- 
firmation of the budget. 

ARTICLE X. That in order that the recommen- 
dation made by the commission may be brought 
into force In such a way as to be of the greatest 
benefit to the people, a general te be 
taken all oyer Russia. 

Such is the draft up to date of ud pro- 
posals which will be placed before the em- 
peror in reply to his appe. to the chosen 
members of the zemstvos to draw up the 
general lines on which Russia might possibly 
be granted a constitution. As every one 
will note, the proposals are not lacking in’ 
breadth of range or in liberality of ideas, 


Bitter Discussion Opens. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.!’ 

LONDON, Nov. 265, 3 a. m.—'i he St. Peters- 
burg correspondent of the Daily Telegraph 
represents the public as being excited over 
the reform movement, which, he says, has 
swamped all interest in the war. The atti- 
tuae of the people towards the government is 
wholly transformed. Sentiments are openly 
expressed, which, a few weeks ago, would 
have entailed banishment to Siberia. 

Now that the zemstvos’ memorial has gone 
to the czar public discussion has broken out 
afresh, with a bitterness never before heard 
in Russia. 

Prince Mestchersky, editor of the Grash- 
danin, angrily voices the bureaucracy’s hos- 
tility to Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky. Refer- 
ring to his encouragement of the zemstvos it 
says: 

“We are living in a madhouse. To give 
such opinions more than five minutes’ dis- 
cussion is a symptom of a disordered mind.” 

As a result of the attack on the minister the 
tissue of the Grashdanin was confiscated, but 
attempts to recall the numbers already dis- 
tributed fafied. 

The opposite tone is taken by the Nasha 
Ziesn (New Life), a new radical paper. The 
editor boldly attacks the emperor’and makes 
so passionate a demand for peace that Min- 
ister Sviatopolk-Mirsky was compelled to 
confiscate it. 

Peace at Any Price. 

The Nasha Ziesn’s article was the most 
vigorous and most outspoken ever printed in 
Russia. It declares that the war has noth- 
ing to do with the: nation’s interests and 
that peace must be hastened at whatever 
cost, however unpalatable the conditions 
may be to the originators of the campaign 
and its failures. Tidings of a political spring 
will be a more acceptable gift to the sol- 
diers in Manchuria than tobacco pouches 
worked with sentimental inscriptions. 

The whole article is written in this strain. 
It coneludes by saying: ‘“ The incidents of 
the war compel us to cry ‘ quicker,’ ‘ quick- 
er.” Let an end be put to this horrible butch- 
ery.” 

Prince Sviatopolk Mirsky caused the paper 
to be confiscated and has forbidden its sale 
in the future. Only stubecribers will con- 
tinue to receive it by mail. But the article 


which caused the paper's confiscation is be- 


' ing manifolded and sent throughout Russia.

MAKES FUN OF “AMERICAN.” 


Discorjant Note.in Thanksgiy- 
Ing Banquet in London. 


BRITISH CLAIMS TO TITLE. 


Sir Edward Clarke Derides Ambassador 
Choate to His Face. 


LONDON, Nov. 25, 3 a. m—Sir Edward 
Clarke struck a discordant note at the Amer- 
ican Thanksgiving banquet at which he was 
a guest at the Hotel Cecil last evening. 

In proposing the health of Mr. Joseph 
Choate Sir Bdward sarcastically derided the 
title “American™ ambassador, declaring 
that the word “‘ American ” implied the dom- 
ination of the United States over the whole 
of the western hemisphere, which the United 
States does not possess, and is not entitled to, 
as Great Britain is territorially a larger pow- 
er on the American continent than the United 
States. Sir Edward suggested that a more 
suitable title would be Usona, signifying 
United States of North America. 


First Criticism of Hay’s Order. 

This is the first public criticismn made in 
England of Secretary Hay’s recent order that 
all embassies of the United States hereafter 
shall be designated as ‘“ American.” Having 
uttered this protest, Sir Bdward Clarke pro- 
ceeded to other criticism of things American. 
He derided what he called the “ miserable 
underpayment” of American judges. He 
criticised as a “ waste of energy * the Amer- 
ican policy of paying liberal pensions to the 
federal survivors of the civil war. Finally, 
he objected to the persistence of the United 
States tn building a navy, which he declared 
would never be used. 

Choate Ignores Criticism. 

Ambassador Choate, replying, passed over 
Sir Bdward’s criticism and, saying simply 
that the Americans were quite satisfied with 
their name, he then referred to the recent 
election in the United States as a splendid 
tribute of devotion and affection to a great 
man. Having remarked upon the regéenera- 
tion of public life in America, regardless of 
party, now in progress, Mr. Choate alluded 
to the ever growing friendship between Great 
Britain and America as reason for thanks- 
giving, and added: 

“TI asked Lord Lansdowne if he was ready 
to negotiate a treaty of arbitration. 

“*Why, said Lord Lansdowne, ‘it goes 
without saying.’ 

The archbishop of Canterbury, proposing 
President Roosevelt's health, said America 
faced problems greater than the world had 
ever seen, but by a stroke of genius had 
found the man to conquer the difficulties. 

“We on this side,” said the archbishop, 
“not less than brothers to you across the 
Atlantic, thank God and take courage be- 
cause the destinies of America are safe in 
Roosevelt's hands.” 

Press Approves Arbitration. 

Ambassador Choate’s reference to an arbi- 
tration treaty is commented upon by the 
London morning newspapers in terms of the 
strongest approval and it is taken for granted 
that the arbitration treaty, to which he made 
allusion, will be conciuded and ratified 
promptly by the United States senate. 

The Glasgow Herald expresses the hope 
that the delay in concluding the treaty of 
arbitration is due to the fact that, instead of 
merely adopting the stock arbitration ar- 
rangement, an effort is being made to re- 
suscitate the Olney-Pauncefote treaty, re- 
adapted to modern requirements.

‘J. Harley Bradley, who had been associated 
with Mr. Stewart in the work of securing 
local support for the Lake Bluff site, said 
that it was to the individual members of the 
two clubs that the sponsors of Lake Bluff 
owed their success. “I could not give youa 
list of the contributors,”’ he said, “ unless I 
could furnish a complete one. The site, how- 
ever, is a gift from Chicago's foremost cit- 
izens.” 


_ Charles Deering Discusses Victory. 
The news that Lake Bluff had been selected 
was a surprise to Charlies Deering. “ The 
success of the promoters of the Lake Bluff 
site,”’ he said, “‘is due in part to the gener- 
osity of the public utility companies, such as 
the Chicago and Northwestern railway, the 
Chicago and Milwaukee Electric railway, 
and the Chicago Edison company. These 
firms, I understand, have assured the success 
of the enterprise by giving liberally to th 
committee.’’ 


Revival of Chicago Spirit. 

“The commission's choice of Lake Bluff 
means a great deal to Chicago,” said William 
L. Brown. “For one thing, it indicates a 
return of the old, progressive Chicago spirit 
that is destined to accomplish a great many 
things, I believe, in the next few years.” 

Mark Morton, former mayor of Lake For- 
est, a brother of Paul Morton, said: “ The 
naval station will be one of the most im- 
portant of the government institutions, and 
its location on our shore means 4 great deal 
to the neighborhood.’”’ 

Among the summer residents who own 
houses along the bluff but have peid little 
attention to the matter the same sentiment 
is expressed.

LAKE BLUFF SITE 
OF NAVALSTATION 


President Approves Decision 
of Board, Which Reports 
Unanimously on Train- 
ing School. 


(Continued from first page.) 


to the center of population. A special com- 
mission of the navy headed by Rear Admiral 
Taylor reported a year ago in favor of Lake 
Bluff. The members found that the location 
there was most desirable as regards its 
physical characteristics and also as regards 
facilities by which the largest population 
could be reached. 

Muskegon has better harbor facilities and 
the price of land was cheaper there, but the 
health conditions at Lake Bluff, coupled with 
the fact that it was within easy access from 
two such large centers of population as Chi- 
cago ahd Milwaukee, were factors taken into 
consideration a year ago in fixing upon Lake 
Bluff. 

The board previously had decided that for 
strategic and climatic reasons the lake train- 
ing station should be located beyond all ques- 
tion in the southern half of Lake Michigan. 
The fact that it would be free from attack 
im case of war between this country and 
Canada was quite sufficient in the eyes of 
militiamen to determine that Lake Michigan, 
the only one of the great fresh water seas 
which was wholly within the United States, 
would furnish the best location, while com- 
parative freedom from ice of the lower end 
af the lake narrowed the selection down to 
that locality. 


First Decision Confirmed. 


When the naval board a year ago an- 
nounced the location of the station at Lake 
Bluff there was a howl from some members 
of congress. The senators from sconsin, 
Michigan, Indiana, Ohio. Pennsylvahia, and 
New York made a combination to beat the 
Lake Bluff location, and they were successful 
in preventing any decisive actién by congress 
in spite of the fact that Pennsylvania and 
New York are both seaboard states with salt 
water communications and with practically 


‘no interest whatever in the country which 


was depended upon to feed the lake training 
station. 

A compromise was effected, however, pro- 
viding for the creation of an entirely new 
board whose decision when approved by the 
president would be final. That board now 
has made its report confirming the action of 
& nonpartisan naval commission headed by so 
distinguished an officer as Rear Admiral 
Taylor. 

The purely political opposition of outside 
senators now will be at an end and congress 
will take the necessary steps at once to begin 
work on the site of 172 acres at Lake Bluff, 
which has been donated to the United States 
government by public spirited citizens of 
Chicago and vicinity. There is an appropria- 
tion of $250,000 already available. 


Character of Training. 

‘Men 18 years old and over are enlisted for 
the navy, passing a physical examination. 
They are trained on different receiving ships, 
but go through a preliminary course in the 
big navy yards. Training stations are now 
developed are for the preliminary instruction 
of minors between the age of 15 and 17 who 
are enlisted as apprentices and who are re- 
quired to serve in the navy until 21 years of 
age. They are paid $9 a month, and are 
given their rations, first class clothes, a de- 
cent home, and the best medical care. 3 

Apprentices at the station are first placed 
in @ newcomers’ squad for two or three 
weeks, when they join a regular battalion. 
becoming members of the third class. They 
stay at the station about six months or so. 
and then go to a training ship for a short 
cruise, finally reaching the grade of a firs? 
class apprentice on a ship actually in com- 
mission, with pay of $21 a month, in addition 
to rations, lodging, clothing, and medical at- 
tendance. 

Before reaching his majority it is possible 
for an appréntice to become a third class 
petty officer fn the seaman branch, with 


.pay of $30 a month, which Is a pretty good 


cutlook for an industrious young man. 


Room for 3,000 Men. 


When the new buildings at Lake Bluff are 
completed there will be from 1,000 to 3,000 
apprentices under training there during the 
busiest months of the summer season. A 
small harbor for boats will be constructed 
in one of the ravines along the bluffs, and 
this will be protected by a breakwater carried 
out into pretty deep water. A small cruising 
training ship will be assigned to the station, 
which in the open season will carry a comple- 
ment of boys from the station, but its regu- 
lar harbor probably will be at Waukegan, 
which is only a few miles from Lake Biuff. 

Navy officers expect an immense increase 
in the quality and quantity of enlistments as 
a result of the establishment of the lake 
training station, and in addition to this they 
believe it also will stimulate interest In the 
naval! reserves ofall nearby states.

Moscow Correspondent of the Loudon 
Telegraph Gives What He Declares 
Was the Dispatch Sent to the Czar by 
the Captain of the Russian Torpedo 
Boat Destroyer, Afterwards Blown 
Up in the.Harbeor at Chefoe for Fear 
of Jap Capture.

LONDON, Nov. 25.—The Moscow corre- 
spondent of the Telegraph claims to know 
that the dispatches Gen. Stoessel, Russian 


commander at Port Arthur, sent by the de- . 


stroyer Raztoropny to Chefoo, contained a 
frank statement of the hopelessness of the 
situation. Gen. Stoessel used words which 
can be literally translated: 

“ The garrison is being starved out.” 

He evidently attached great importance to 
the czar receiving his communication in time 
to enable a decision to be reached as to how 
he should act in view of the absolute cer- 
tainty of the fall of the fortress. 

Hence the sacrifice of the Raztoropny, 
whit»). was sunk by Its commandr= in Chefoo 
harbor after it had delivefed the dispatches 
rather than have the boat fall into the hands 
of the Japanese. 


WHAT THE JAPS HOLD. 

HEADQUARTERS OF THE THIRD JAP- 
ANESE ARMY BEFORE PORT ARTHUR, 
Nov. 24, via Fusan, Nov. 24.—The only per- 
manent forts in the possession of the Japa- 
nese are the two Panlung forts captured in 
August. They hold the advance works of 
the Rihlung redoubt, called Fort Kouropat- 
kin, an intrenched hill miscalled P fort, 
Kobu hill, Sachitakiyama, and One Hundred 
and Seventy-four meter hill. They also oc- 
cupy the Caponiere, galleries and moats of 
the two Rihlung forts, and North Kekwan 
fort. 


STOESSEL’S COAL BURNS. 


TOKIO, Nov. 24, 8 p. m.—Telegraphing to- 
day, the headquarters of the army before 
Port Arthur reports: 

“The conflagration In the buildings near 
the arsenal, caused by our naval! guns, which, 
as reported yesterday, began about noon on 
Nov. 22, continued until 2 o'clock on the 
morning of Nov. 23. It is probable that the 
coal stores have been burned.” 


IGNITED BY JAP SHELLS. 

CHEFOO, Nov. 24, 6 p. m.—A huge pile of 
coal near the railway station at Port Arthur 
was ignited by Japanese shells on Nov. 20, 
and, according to Chinese arriving here by 
junk today, it was still burning when they left 
the besieged town on Nov. 22. A Japanese 
torpedo boat destroyer overhauled this junk, 
but allowed it to proceed. Another junk with 
six Hindoos on board was taken ashore, 
where the Junk was burned. The passengers 
were sent to Dalny. 

The report that the steamer Tungchow, 
laden with 30,000 tins of meat, was captured 
by the Japanese yesterday while trying to 
enter Port Arthur appearsto becorrect. The 
Tungchow was 4 British vessel and belonged 
to Butterfield & Swire of Shanghal. Last 
Monday when leaving Shanghai the steamer 
was transferred at the last moment to a man 
believed to be acting for the Russian gov- 
ernment. 


MOLDERS’ LEADER GIVES BAIL. 


President Valentine Says Plot Charges 
Are Trumped Up—Another Explos- 
ion at Eureka Foundry. 


Cincinnati, O., Nov. 24.—[ Special. ]—Joseph 
F. Valentine, president of the Iron Molders’ 
Union of North America, arrived here from 
Cleveland tonight, under arrest on a charge 
of aiding and abetting in the malicious de- 
struction of property in connection with the 
alleged dynamite plot at foundries in this 
city and Covington and Newport, Ky. He 
was released on $2,000 bail. Speaking of the 
charge, Valentine said: 

“I consider the whole thing a trumped up 
plot to persecute and intimidate innocent 
men. The whole plot will be revealed and the 
public shall know who the real conspirators 
are. Ishall issue a statement that may cause 
another sensation.” 

It was learned today that there was an- 
other explosion of dynamite at the Eureka 
foundry, at the time young Rauhauser was 
telling detectives of the alleged plot. 


PICKPOCKETS’ HAUL IS $1,200. 


Thieves on Street Car Secure $100 Cash 
and $1,100 in Checks from a 
Passenger. 

Pickpockets jostling against G. Speisman, 
147 West Twelfth street, on a Chicago avenue 
ear at Halsted street last night, secured a 
wallet containing $100 in currency and nego- 
tiable checks for $1,100.

The latter, how- 
ever is not on board, and it appears that 
both the Emerald and Catarina have been 
chartered by individuals whose names the 
agents refuse to divulge. 

The Fiorentina files the French flag and 
the Catarina and Emerald fiy the British 
flag.

POLICE ON BATE CASE TAKE UP 


Detectives Are Led to Streator, and the 
Reports at Midnight Are Said to 
Have Been “Encouraging” — Rail-

After having abandoned all clews previous- 
ly pursued, the police of Chicago and Joliet 
yesterday renewed the hunt for the mur- 
derer of Chauffeur John W. Bate Jr. They 
took up a new line of inquiry, which led them 
to Streator.

The Streator clew was traced from EGward 
Hinds, agent of the Chicago and Alton rail- 
road at Romeo. It developed that the 
stranger seen in Romeo early Saturday morn- 
ing and who later took an electric car for 
Joliet, talked with Hinds. This man was sup- 
posed to be the mysterious “Mr. Dove” 
scught for the murder. He spoke with the 
railroad man, the police learned, asking in 
regard to the train service for Chicago and 
Streator, and saying he had friends in the 
latter city. 


‘Work on a Streator Clew. 

As soon as this fact was ascertained Capt. 
Murphy, accompanied by Detectives Bid- 
denger and Sheehan, hastened to Joliet from 
Romeo. They took the 1:30 p. m. train for 
Streator, where they went to work with the 
local officials leoking for a trace of the 
stranger or nis friends. Chief of Police J. V. 
Carroll of Streator telephoned in the after- 
noon that he believed he had found a good 
clew. : 

Before returning to Romeo to seek for the 
trail of the murderer Capt. Murphy satisfied 
himself that not one of the lines of inquiry 
that had been held by the police in Joliet was 
worth anything. There was, therefore, 
nothing for him but to go back to the place 
where a clew of some definiteness was known 
to exist and see if careful investigation would 
,not suggest a new direction into which the 
energies of the police could be turned. The 
Joliet officials had not before talked with the 
station agent at Romeo. In going to 
Streator they assumed that “Mr. Dove” 
might have taken the electric car to Joliet 


train for Streator. 


Wicks’ Arrest Proves a Fizzle. 

The examination of J. W. Wicks, or Hicks, 
the Pontiac Mveryman, arrested Wednesday 
night at Ransom, proved a disappointment.

BETTER GROUND GAINERS 


Cardinal Line Proves Superior 
Though -Stagg’s Men Are 
Strong at Times.

Brratic work, ranging from the first class 
to the mediocre, both in the defense and of- 
fense of the two teams, luck for Wisconsin 
in the early part of the game and for Chi- 
cago in the second period of play, and a fre- 
‘quency of spectacular plays which served 
to relieve the tedium of the game, is a sum- 
ming up of the annual contest between the

Of the two, perhaps Wisconsin is the more 
deserving. Opposed to a team which had 
held Michigan sixteen points better than its 
own score, the Badger eleven played stub- 
bornly throughout. Chicago, on the other 
hand, while obstinate in its defense, failed 
to exhibit that flerceness which made its 
work in the contest with Michigan two weeks 
ago so notable. There were times when Wis- 
consin found the maroon defense a stone

Chicago Line Is Outplayed. 


It was to a large extent a justification of 
the fears of the maroon supporters through- 
out the entire season, The greatest cause 
of anxiety all fall has been the work of the 
line. Yesterday Wisconsin players were con- 
tinually sifting through the line, breaking 
up the Chicago interference and spoiling its 
plays. On defense the maroon forwards, 
while at times exhibiting great strength, 
would often allow the Badger backs through 
for good gains. 

Although Chicago gained more ground in 
actual play than its rivals, both of Wiscon- 
sin’'s touchdowns were made by straight 
playing, while two of the three scores made 
by the maroons were the results of irregu- 
lar playing. Eckersall’s run, the most spec- 
tacular play of the entire game, was respon- 
sible for one, while De Tray made the second 
touchdown on Bertke’s fumble. 

For Chicago the best work was that of the 
backs, and for Wisconsin the highest class 
work was that of the line. Vanderbeom and 
Schineider both performed well for the Badg- 
ers, but their success was made possibile to 
a large extent by the work of the line in open- 
ing holes and in boxing the tackles. Most of 
the ground gained by the maroons, however, 
was due almost wholly to the splendid work 
of the backs, the linemen often failing to per- 
form their duty in holding their opponents, 
Time and again the advances made by the 
Midway eleven were the result of the work 
of the back fleld unassisted. 


Where Greatest Gains Were Made. 


The chief points of the Badger attack were 
on the tackles and between center and 
guards. Vanderboom and Schneider both 
made substantial gains by off tackle plays, 
while repeatedly Remp made holes in the 
line which enabled the Badger backs to walk 
through unmolested until brought up short 
by Speidel or Catlin, playing defensive 
quarter back. The only point where Chicago 
seemed to be able to gain consistently was 
against Wisconsin’s right tackle, where 
Coach Curtis used seven different players in 
turn in the attempt to stem the maroon 
progress. Towards the end of the game con- 
siderable ground was made through right 

and center, but the tackle and off 
tackle plays were the ones resorted to most 
frequently. 


In style of play Wisconsin was the more i. 


versatile. A new offense, consisting of the 
shifting of men to opposite sides of the line 
simultaneously withtheshifting of the backs, 
puzzled the Chicago players and was large- 
ly responsible for Wisconsin’s first touch- 
down. Several different varieties of delayed 
passes, including the old side line delayed 
pass, and split interference also were used, 
while to offset any preparation by Stagg for 
Vanderboom,*the redoubtable half back was 
used to run to either side of the line. 


Quarter Back Runs Al! Fail. 


Chicago also used delayed passes and split 
interference. Eckersall several times at- 
tempted to run from the quarter back posi- 
tion, invariably with loss, and once tried a 
fake kick for a gain. The tackle aad back 
shift which has been used with success by 
Chicago in all its big games this season was 
also relied upon with considerable success. 

In the punting department Chicago clearly 
had the advantage, Eskersall's punts averag- 
ing between forty-five and fifty yards, while 
Schneider and Fleischer for Wisconsin aver- 
aged about ten yards under the punts of the 
maroon quarter back. To offset this advan- 
tage, however, Eckersall’s punts were made 
difficult by the quick work of the Wisconsin 
halves and tackles, which were often upon 
him before he could get the ball away, in one 
instance blocking the punt, the only time 
Eckersall has had a punt blockéd this season. 
Early in the game, also, the maroon kicker 
made a poor punt which was partly responsi- 
ble for the Badgers’ first touchdown, the 
ball going out of bounds near Chicago’s 
twenty-five yard line, from which point it 
was worked over for a score, 


Chicago Backs Save the Game. 

Speaking generally then, Wisconsin out- 
played Chicago in the line, while the maroons 
had slightly the better of the argument in the 
backfield. In the first few minutes of play 
Chicago’s defense was of the stone wall 
order, and at later periods it was first class. 
Usually, however, the Badger forwards 
easily outpointed their lighter opponents, and 
put up a stronger face than the maroons. 
The work of the Chicago backs, on the other 
hand, was generally strong and concerted, 
while Wisconsin, except when it made its two 
touchdowns, was slow in starting and ragged 
in execution. 

The work of the ends of both elevens was 
exceptional, though in this respect Wisconsin 
had a shade the advantage. Ingetting down 
the field on punts, B and Findlay were 
nearly always waiting for the defensive full- 
back when the ball descended. Their su- 
periority in this respect is explained in part 
by the fact that Wisconsin's punts were short 
and high. Kennedy excelled for Chicago in 
tackling the runner returning punts, getting 
down the field in nice shape. On general de- 
fensive work, the four ends played high class 
football, though Capt. Speik of Chicago and 
Findlay of Wisconsin were both frequently 
shoved out of the way by their opponents on 
off tackle plays. 

In running their teams Eckersal!l and Melz- 
ner played about even, both handling the ball 
well, and each displaying fair though not 
unusual ability. The former, barring his 
brilliant run of 105 yards for a touchdown 
from the kickoff, did not show to advantage 
as he has in other games this season. That 
run, however, through the entire Badger 
eleven and for almost the entire length of the 
field, is as long as any made on the western 
gridiron this season. 


Luck Aids Both Elevens. 3 
Luck formed an important factor in the 
game. After showing an impregnable de- 
fense in the first few plays, and after mak- 
ing an eight yard gain on the first play when 
it had the ball, Chicago fumbled, giving Wis- 
consin the oval well in its own territory. A 
few plays later Bckersall made the only 
poor punt he has made this seanson, giving 
Wisconsin the ball on Chicago's twenty- 
five yard line, from which a touchdown 
was secured.

According to a Sam Francisco dispatch 
the secretary\of state of Oregon has refused 
to givé a certificate of election to one of the 
four republican presidential electors and 
has given it te. the democrat who got the 
largest number of Parker votes. The ex- 
planation is that the republican did not reg- 
ister, and hence was not a lega) voter under 
the Oregon election law, and was disquali- 
fied from serving as an elector. : 

The secretary of state is a republican, and 
would not deprive President Roosevelt of 
an electoral vote if he did not think it his 
duty todoso. The governor, who is a dem-. 
ocrat, has asked thisylone democratic elec- 
tor from the north to vote for Roosevelt and 
make it unanimous. He has told him that’ 
the people of Oregon have expressed clearly 
their preference for Mr. Roosevelt, and that 
it would not be fair to take advantage of the 
mistake of a republican in failing to regis- 
ter. The elector has not said what he will 

One would like to know whgt right the 
secretary of state of Oregon had to refuse a 
certificate of election to a man who had re- 
ceived a majority of the votes on the ground 
that he had not been registered. The consti-

In 1876 the demogratic governor of Ore- 
gon adjudged one e republican electors 
‘ineligible-and gave the certificate to a dem- 
ocrat. That was a serious matter, for if 
the electoral commission had sided with the 
governor Tilden would have been president 
instead of Hayes. This year the one vote is 
a matter of no importance, but in order to 
prevent possible future trouble there should 
be no occasion for misunderstanding or dif- 
ference of opinion about the eligibility of an 
elector. 


ELECTION EXPENSES OF CANDIDATES. 
New York and Massachusetts are among 
the states which require candidates to make 
itemized statements of their personal ex- 
penditures for campaign purposes, The gov- 
ernors-elect of the two states have filed 
‘theirs, and they are quite interesting. 

Mr. Douglas, the democrat who carried 
Massachusetts in the teeth of the 80,000 
plurality given to Roosevelt, says it cost him 
‘$35,000 to get an office which he will hold for 

one year. But it is an honorable office, and 
he is a wealthy man, and he does not grudge 
the money. Most of it went for advertising. 
Mr. Douglas owes his success as a shoe 
manufacturer largely to his liberal use of the 
advertisement. He believed that what had 
helped the sale of his shoes would help him 
politically. So he spent money lavishly to 
let the people know that he was running, 
and that reciprocity and tariff reform were 
his specialties. The advertising paid. 

Gov.-elect Higgins of New York says the 
election cost him $22,000. He gave the-state 
committee $20,000, spent $1,000 for cam- 
paign literature, and $1,000 for miscellane- ) 
ous purposes. This is the largest contribu- 
tion to campaign expenses which is on rec- 
ord as haying been made by a New York 
candMate. ‘There was no necessity for Mr. 
Higgins to pay a cent. Roosevelt would 
have pulled him through if he had kept his 
money in his pocket. 

All the money Mr. Douglas used was spent 
legitimately. A candidate has a legal right 
to give as much as he pleases and can afford 
for advertising himself and his principles, 
Nor can it be assumed that any of Mr. Hig- 
gins’ $22,000 was used improperly, though 
much of it may have been wasted. Further- 
more, there is a dy increase in the num- 
ber of voters who e to be enlightened, and 

a campaign fund which would have been 
in 1852 may not be excessive 
now.

PIONEER NEWSPAPER MAN DEAD. 


Col. Elias A. Calkins, Editorial Writer 
on Chicago Chronicle, Succumbs 
at Age of 76. 


Col. Elias A. Calkins, a newspaper man in 
the northwest for more than sixty years, died 
yesterday at his residence, 4360 Berkeley ave- 
nue, aged 76 years.

INNOVATION BY THE STRIKING 
GARMENT WORKERS. 


Duty of the Wheelmen Is to F 
Shipments from the Clothing Shops 
te Learn Where the Suits Are Made— 
Union Men Declare These Pickets 
Are Successfal Where Men on Foot 
Would Failb—Complicated Problem 
Solved. 


Bicycle pickets have been introduced by the 
striking garment workers. The wheelmen 
follow shipments from the clothing shops to 
learn where the suits are made up. The 
headquarters of a dozen riders is at the office 
of the cutters’ union, 134 Van Buren street. 
“It used to be difficult to trace the goods 
gent out by the shops to be manufactured 
in the ‘sweat shops ' and homes of the west 
side,” said J. J. Sonsteby of the union. “*‘ The 
bicycles have solved the problem. As soon 
as a wagon leaves a plant word is sent to 
the riders, and: one follows it to its destina- 
tion. Clothing to be made up is carefully 
boxed as though to be transported by rail. 
The drivers, we have found, proceed to some 
freighthouse, then dodge away from it down 
an alley and go on to the‘ sweat shop.’ Men 
could not follow them on foot.” 

The twelve nonunion workers employed by 
M. Born & Co. were given a Thanksgiving 
dinner at a downtown café. Little work was 
done at any of the “ struck ” shops, but some 
of the men housed in the buildings worked 
part of the day ‘rather than be idle.
